J U D G E S S U G G E S T B E T T E R L A W S . 


The judges of Missouri are making 
an earnest effort to bring a b o u t many 
changes in administering the law to 
save time and expense, and also to 
do away with a great 
many techni­ 
calities. Under the law, as it now ex­ 
ists, it is made the duty of each cir­ 
cuit judge to make recommendations 
to the legislature as to inconsisten­ 
cies and incongruities in 
the laws. 
In order to carry out this idea an* 
adhere to the law% the judges of the 
several courts organized what is call­ 
ed 
“the 
judicial 
conference.” 
at 
which they annually meet to discuss 
matters thoroughly; to unite in rec­ 
ommending to 
the 
legislature such 
legislation as they think would 
be 
beneficial to the people, and to cor­ 
rect inconsistencies 
in 
the present 
laws governing practice. 
Such measures as they approve are 
then submitted to the legislature for 
its consideration. At a recent meet­ 
ing in St. Louis the judges discharg­ 
ed this duty and passed upon various 
measures to be submitted to the leg­ 
islature. 
The only wav for the people to get 
the benefit 
of 
these 
recommenda­ 
tions, if thej approve 
them, is for 
the citizens to understand wht&t I» 
sought to be accomplished, and if he 
realizes it is for 
his 
good, take a 
personal interest in securing its en- 
rctm ent. 
Tf he would do that and 
write or speak to 
his 
senator am! 
representative, with the vbw of se­ 
curing their support of the bills rec­ 
ommended by 
the 
judicial 
confer- 
ence, there would 
be 
no question 
about the result. It very often hap­ 
pens th a t the people, after they elect 
their senator or representatives, fail 
to secure w hat they all agree should 
o e done by failure to inform legisla­ 
tors of their wishes. 
It were well that the people of the 
state interested themselves in these 
m atters and that they advised sena­ 
tors and 
representatives 
of 
’heir 
\ lews. 


The proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment for the 
election 
of 
United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
reople is up to the states. It has al­ 
ready been ratified 
by 
the legisla- ¡ 
tures of two states and Nebraska ex- j 
pects to be the third state to give it | 
approval.

they were inclined to gravitate to­ 
ward the wavs of the heathen na­ 
tions. 
But to the extent that they 
remained loyal to their Covenant with 
God, and trusted in Him, they be­ 
came intelligent. 


Although one of the smallest of the 
nations, they exercises a great influ­ 
ence 
throughout 
the 
world. 
The 
promise made to Israel 
that 
they 
should become the leading, dominant 
nation of the earth and give law’s to 
all the other nations for their bless­ 
ing was a contagious suggests n. The 
Babylonians took it up, and put it 
into effect by conquering the world. 
The Medes and 
Persians 
followed. 
Next came the Grecians, ambJUous to 
be the ruling nation. 
Later came the 
Romans into power as masters of the 
w’orld, conqouilng other nations and 
giving them laws which 
still 
very 
largely prevail, but which apparently 
were based rnon the Mosaic code. 
In considering the influence of the 
Law given at Mount Sinai, we are to 
remember ttmt primarily an 1 prop­ 
erly it affect d very few*. 
Those few 
were the fait tit ul ones mentioned by 
St. Paul in Hebrews II. But in a gen­ 
eral way, all the Jewish people were 
influenced by the spirit of that Law 
Covenant, and w’ere made more cour­ 
ageous, more Uberty loving, than for­ 
merly, and n ore so than were other 
peoples. 
Josephus felt called upon 
to defend his people from the charge 
of being so independent, 
so 
head­ 
strong. as to be 
continually 
rebel­ 
lious. 
The Roman emperors seem to have 
had the idea that the religion of the 
Jews should be stamped out because 
it was a liberty-producing religion, 
unfavorable 
W 
their designs. 
We 
remember St. Paul's declaration that 
the Gospel gathered out of the Jew­ 
ish nation aP “Israelites indeed”— 
“the Elect”—and that the rest were 
blinded. Tho blinded ones drew from 
the 
ancient 
promise of God those 
conceptions o'' life which, unregulated 
bv the Spirit of the Lord, devoured 
them with pride and ambition; and 
such 
a 
spirit of independence has 
made them trwless 
The effect of this, as history shows, 
was that civil strife destroyed their 
nationality much more than did the 
Roman armies, which merely came in 
at the close and terminated the reign 
of anarchy. 
The lesson we would 
point from this narrative is that the 
spirit of Divine Truth tends toward 
liberty more than all other influences 
combined, but that this liberty may 
be dangerous to those who receive 
not the Divine Law and Message into 
good and honest hearts as Israelites 
Indeed. 
Christian Love of Liberty. 
The teachings of Jesus 
and 
the 
Apostles went first to the Jew, by 
Divine direction, gathering from them 
a “peculiar people, zealous of good 
works,” a class at onee god'y, rev­ 
erential and liberty loving. 
So inde­ 
pendent were they that they willingly 
rejected the teachings of the ocribes 
and Pharisees, and braved persecu­ 
tion, ostracism, for wdiat 
they 
be­ 
lieved to be the Truth. 
Already they belonged to the most 
independent people of the world, the 
.!• ws, but the Message of Christ made 
them still more 
independent 
than 
their brethren. 
It made them free 
indeed by «riving 
them 
a 
clearer 
knowledge of God and of His Divine 
arrangements. 
The Gospel Message 
gave them "enrage to become mar- 
t>rs for Christ. 
Sinai’s law* admitted the nation of 
Jew* to be 
God’s 
servant people, 
but the message of Jesus, confirmed 
at Calvary and at Pentecost, gave 
n still higher hope and still more 
< nnobling thought. 
vIt 
Was 
the 
t' aching of Jesus that through His 
dea'h a ransom price was provided, 
which eventually would 
permit the 
r» turn of all mankind from tho pow- 
er of sin and death to harmony w’ith 
the Creator and to everlasting life. 
More than this, the message was 
an invitation to those who had eyes 
| or understanding and ears of appre- 
j oiation. that they might, in associa­ 
tio n with the Redeemer, become the’ 
agents of God in bestowing restitu­ 
tion blessing* upon mankind. 
But 
in order to be sharers with Christ 
m His glory, they must be sharers 
also in His suffering and ignominy, 


a? He was despised and rejected of 
men they must 
not 
expert to es­ 
cape similar experiences. Their share 
in the kingdom would depend upon 
«Jieir faithfulness and 
loyalty even 
unto death. 
la it any w’onder that this Gospel 
message served to stir their hearts, 
to open their lips and to make them 
courageous beyond all others of the 
whole world?

message made 
them free! It explained that in be­
